of. Greek Catholic faith, ac- 
counted for 433 per cent of the 
population. Figures for each of 
the religions having more than 
100,000 followers, with percent- 
ages of the total population in 
brackets, are as follows: Angli- 
can 1,751,188 (15.2), Baptist 483,-
